Claims 13-15 are pending in the application. 

This action is in response to applicants' amendment dated November 20, 2007. 
Claim 15 has been amended. 

Response to Amendment

1 . The applicants' amendments are sufficient to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 2, first 
paragraph rejection labeled paragraph 3 in the last office action, which is hereby 
withdrawn.

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Inventorship

4. Claims 1 3-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The following reason(s) apply: 

a) Claims 13-15 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is meant 
by the nomenclature of the species which is as shown by the following structure: 
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3-(9-Fluoro-6-((piperidin-l-yl)carbonyl)-6,7-dihydro-6H-[l,4]diazepino- [6,7,l-hi]indol-l-yl)-4-(imidazo[l,2- 
a]pyridin-3 -yl)-2,5 -dioxopyrrole 

This structure is how ChemDraw depicts the nomenclature. To demonstrate the 
accuracy of the nomenclature I insert the nomenclature that Chemical Abstracts 
assigned to what the Examiner believes is the intended species the following 
structure: 
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7-(2,5-dihydro-4-imidazo[l,2-a]pyridin-3-yl-2,5-dioxopyrrol-3-yl)9-fluoro-l,2,3,4-tetrahydro-2-(l- 
piperidinylcarbonyl)-pyrrolo[3 ,2, 1 -jk] [ 1 ,4]benzodiazepine
